A Fall Confession of Anton Probet—Me Admite 
Moving Killed the Eutire Deering Family. 
PBILADEL May 7, 1666, 

The Ecening Telegraph publishes the confession of 


Probst. 
After describing tho murder of the boy Carey, he eays; 
“The aight of the blood of tho boy produced in mo a 

devilish aud bloodthirsty feeling, and I determined at onco 

to murder the whole family.” 

Ho disposed of the body of the boy, as doseribed before, 
and then dolibverately walked over to the honsc, Ifo en= 
tered and told Charlie," the little boy next in yoars to 
“Willie,” who was absent, that ho Wanted him’ to helj 
him do somo work in tho Darn. Tho littlo fellow follow 
him,ond ag s00n as ho got him inside the barn door he die- 
patched him with a small ax he had secured. 

Ha thon went back (0 hojuonse and told Mrs, Deering 
thero was something tho matter with ono of the cows, an 
ho wanted her to come to the barn. She went and ho fole 
lowed, and as soon 4 sho entered inside he atruck her om: 
tho head and killed ber. 

Ho then wont back to the house and brought the child 
ren out, one ata time, and taking them inside the barn 
dispatched them, ono by one, with the ame ax. 

Tn each instance be cut their throats and placed they 
bodios in tho corn-crib, himself, just in tho position thoy 
were found, 

Ho thon covered the bodies up and proceeded to wipe 
out all evidences of his guilt. 

Ho then wont back (o the house, and awaited tho arrive) 
of Mr. Deoring, not expeoting that Miss Dolan would ae 
company him. 

As soon as Mr. Dooring arrived in tho carriage he got 
out, and Probst told hin that somothing was wrong with 
one of the cowa, and asked him to go over to tho bara 
with him.

I. You assuro me that ‘thoro is no fecling of un- 
Kindness on the part of the former slave-owners 
toward their freedmen I believe this is true of the 
bottor olnss of ox-masters, and that this is a vory Iargo 
dno. At the same time, I kuow—for the evidence is 
ovorwholming—that most ex-slayoholders hold that 
thoy have beon wrongfully divosted of the sorviens of 
their freedmen—thaot Emancipation waa and is rob- 
Gory, wheroby thoy arc doprived of what is rightfully 
theirs. Can you wonder, then, that we, who havo 
achioved that Emancipation, in spite of your weapons 
and your Northern allios’ donnnciations and yotes, 
should hesitato to intrust the rights and privileges of tho 
Freedinon to your uncontrolled discretion, your unro- 
atrioted power? Cnn you wonder that tho Bl 
thus freed, should object to being left at your moro 

IL. I beliove all yon say of abuses and wrongs, in- 
diotod on tho Blacks by Federal soldiers. Many of 
those aro low-bred men; and every White ruffian or 
rowdy, drunkard or reprobate, whether at the North 
erat the South, is a natural, instinotive hater and 
persecutor of the Blacks. The same gangs of Rebel 
sympathizers who, in July, 1863, mobbed and fired 
Toe Trrpune office, burned the Colored Orphan 
Asylum and hunted vnoffending, flecing Blacks 
through our streets; killing thom, whenever they 
could, simply because of their color. We, who have 
long hoped ‘and straggled for Emancipation, do not 
dhooso to leave tho irecdmen at tho morcy of those 
villains, no matter whether they bo Northorn or 
Southern, Union or Rebel. Can you blame us? 

UI. Yousay that your Stato has dono for her 
pretty much all that the Civil Rights bill 
8 to do, except making them cilizens of the State;" 

and.that ‘(there aro rery feo offenses [ponalties?] in 
our criminal code which do not apply to the Whito 
mon as well as the’negro.” I thank yon henrtily for 
every stop you have taken in this direction. I thank 
President Johnson for every hint he has given you 
that you must tako them. Ifyou have gone part way 
toward Eqnal Rights and Equal Laws, tho difficully 
of going all tho way has been nearly surmounted. 
“IV. «As tothe nogro's desire to bo fully onfranchised, 
I hold his own testimony as necessarily better than 
yours. Iknow personally n grent many Blacks and 
Thoar from yery many more, who wero residents of 
various parts of our Union, I know hundreds who do 
desire tho Right of Suffrage: can you find a dozon who 
do not? Tho Blacks of most States havo organizations, 
and haye held large conventions. From every one of 
these, tho demand for Equal Rights secured by Equal 
Lawsis unauimons and hearty. If you of tho South 
will submit the question to an unconstrained, on- 
awedyvote of tho Blacks, I agreo to abandon tho 
demand for the Right of Suffrago if sevou-eighths of all 
who yote do not vote to claim it. 

V. You say that tho negro, if enfranchised, ‘would 
aleays yoto as directed by his employer.” Yet, in 
another placo, yon talk of tho ‘' damning punishment” 
to bo inflicted on “the Southorn people” hy “tho 
loadora of tho Radical party in Congress”—of their 
“fiendish pnrpozo,” viz.: ‘First, the nogro is to bo 
{nyested with all political power, and then the antagon- 
ism of interest beticcen Capital and Labor ia to work 
out tho raslt”—which is to be “a horrible fato"” 
for your people! 

* Gov. Porry, such flagrant, suicidal contradictions 
warrant me in telling yon that yon tall at random— 
that yon aro equally wrong in asserting that the negro 
““yould abeays yote as direoted by his employer,” 
and that he would necessarily yoto against that em- 
ployer, under the wild hallucination of ‘a natural 
antagonism between Capital and Labor.” I trust 
you havo too much senso to believe in any such 
sntagonisin: ot all events, Iam sure your late slaves 
havo, Ithink the laboring clasa naturally, thongh 
hot uniformly, incline to yoto with employers who 
treat them kindly and respect their manhood, when 
thoy can do so withont bazarding tho loss of their 
own rights. _Ihaye no doubt that those planters of 
your Stato who treat the freedmen well and maintain 
their right to bo treated by all as men, could quite 
generally influence their votes. But, while you stub- 
bornly resist enfranchisement, and mako no concessions 
of rights tothe Blocks but such as are forced from 
you, yon seem to me to be squandering precious 
opportunities and arousing feolings of distrust and 
dislike that it were better to preclude, 

VI. Let me say, once for all, that I make no pro- 
fossion of love for tho negro race, and that your claim 
tosuporior “regard” for or “ interest” in the Black 
taco ia wholly unrivaled. Ido not loyo nogroes as 
negroes; I like Whites better; but I comprehend 
that Justice is all men’s truo intorost, and that a 
wrong done to the humblest, tho most despised, is an 
(Jory onda peril to all. My superior regard for the 
White raco leads me to protost against and seek to 
prevent, to foreclose, to preclude, any injustice by it 
to any raco or class whatever. Aro not you Christian 
enough to renlizo thatit is more lamentable to do 
wrong than to suffer it? If you are, why neod I 
constantly repel this assumption that Iam impollod 
by special affection for Blacks ? 

VII. You tell mo that the negro is inforior to the 
White man (which I have never disputed)— 
and yon provo it by citing tho fact that tho Blacks 
of Hayti do not allow Whites to vote. If I 
thought the Whites of this conutry inferior to the 
Blacks, I might seok to protect the former by a Hay- 
Han exclusion of the latter from political rights, I 
can quite understand why tho negroes of this country, 
If thoy poseossed a monopoly of political power, 
might seok to guard and perpetuate {t, from Jealousy 
of tho soporior mental capacity of the Whites; but 
for the Whites to act in that pmicky way is an 
Impeachment of their own relativo abilities against 
which I indignantly protest. 

VIL I quito agree with yon that population affords 
an equitablo basis of political power, provided it is 
human population, If horses, mules and oxen are 
rookonod, I do not agroo to it. If any class ia fit to 
be an olomont or substratum of political power, then 
It is fit to vote. And, at all events, I cannot consent 
that half tho people of your State ehall bo good enough 
to balance an equal number of White freemen in 
Now-York, but not good enongh to castayote. It 
will not do, Governor! be assured of it! Thore is no 
analogy in tho caso of women and children. Tho 
husband and father yotes for his wife and children— 
‘bo considers their interest the samo as his own—his 
vote is ropresontativo, paternal, comprehensiye—but 
you Whites of Sonth Carolina do not vote forthe 
Blacks of your Stato—you aro in no sense their repre-

THE PROPOSED NEW LOAN, 

The necessity of a plan for tho absorption of tho 
rapidly-matoring war loans of the Government bas 
been answered by Mr. Sonator Sherman in a Dill 
reported to Congress on tho 2d from tho Finance 
Committeo of tho Sonate. Now that peaco is fully 
established, ond wo have more money coming in than 
wo can conyoniontly apond, it is our duty to remove, 
ns speedily and assurdly as possiblo, the burdens im- 
posed upon us by tho nocessities of war. Tho groat 
Seyon-Thirty loan runs bat threo years, and tho first 
sories will soon bo roady for redemption. The first 
sories of the Five-Twenty loan ($514%000,000) will 
bo within tho controi of the Government May 1, 1867, 
and tho Treasury will baye tho opportunity of roduc- 
ing it and issuing a five-per cont loan. About $400,- 
000,000 of onr dobt ia now in tho immodiato control 


ofthe Treasury—including temporary loans, cortifi- 
cates of indobtedness, ono and two-year five per cont 
notes, and throe-year intorest-bearing legal tendors. 
‘There is, of courso, a provision that, upon the matar- 
ing of the Seyen-Thirty loan, the Govornment may 
offer the Five-Tweoty in exchange, This is a matter 
worthy of further consideration. Tho Fiye-Twonty 
loan is six por cont-intorast-bearing, and the qnostion 
arises must wo continuo to pay Singper cont in gold 
when money oan bo had for five? 

A loan running from 30 to 40 years, bearing five per 
cent, would be a better investment than any givon by 
European countries. Tho holder would surronder ono 
per cont to avoid taxation, and the Government conld 
apply this one por cont to tho orcating of a sinking 
fund ond tho ultimate discharge of the National dobt. 
No finoncial etatesmanship is sound that doos not 
recognize tho necessity of paying that debt sooner or 
lator, and wo trust Mr, Sherman's bill is good in this 
essential. Tho gain of tho one per cont would not 
bo aloss to tho Treasury. Amounting to 16 3-8 por 
cont of tho aggrogato interest, it wonld be threo times 
as largo oa tho fivo per cent income tax collected from 
the holdors of Government loans, and would be yirta- 
ally collecting a tax from the immense number of 
the poorer classes whoso incomes, being less than $600 
per annum, escape the operation of the tax law. 
Foreign holdora of bonds, also, would thus pay a tax, 
from whioh they aro now exempt. 

These oro praotical considerations, and we trust 
they will be duly considered by Congress. Tho 
saving of this one per cent is greater than the revenuo 
scoruing from any National tax, while it gives tho 
loan the genorous and popular feature of being 
absolutely freo from taxation. Tho holdor sees that 
his investmont is certain, intaot, not subject to the 
whims or oppression of any future Congress—such a 
Congress, for Instance, a3 we might havo with a 
reconstruoted South esger to repudiate tho National 
dobt, or compel tho paymont of thoir own by 
threatening repudiation, Thia reduction of tho 
interest-rato would give s more hoalthy tono to 
business and finance. Tho present war rates injure 
the country—affocting, particularly, manufacturing, 
commercial, and producing {nterosta, compelling 
business mon to pay higher rates for money than 
the ordinary laws of trado reqniro, and thus giving 
advantage to thoso foreign holdors whoso capital is 
abundant and cheap, and whose manufactures aro 
scoordingly lessened in cost. The reduction of 
interest on the National loan would bo of great 
advantage to the country, and be a sure stop toward 
rosuming specio paymenta, 

Thero is still anothor finanolal consideration in this 
Proposition. Let us suppose that the Government, by 
some wiso and enorgetio method (Jay Cooke's, for in- 
stance), succeeds in negotiating $2,000,000,000 of the 


five por cont loan, or rathor in replacing Five-Twentios | 


and Seven-Thirties to that amount. Tho saving of 
interost alone Would be $20,000,000 per annum, and 
this-eaving invested coml-annually and compounded 
Would pay off tho wholo National debt in 364 yeara, 
To mako it more plain, wo will supposo that tho diffor- 
once between five per cent and six per cont be sot apart 
semi-annually 98 a sinking fund bearing compound 
interest, for 20 yoara and 40 years:

Tho moto fuct of this ono por cent being act apart as 
sinking fund would givo great confidonoo to'forcign 
and domestio holders by showing that a fair, honest, 
straightforward plan had been adopted to mest tha 
Natioual debt, There might probably bo.somoiill feel 
ing toward tho Fiyo Per Cent loan, and se may be told 
that if the Ton-Forty Five Por Cont loan is permitted 
to sell at 944 and 95, there would be no encouragement 
in asking pooplo to accept an investment that would 
probably fall below par. ‘Tho Ten-Forty losn—oue of 
tho boat investments in existence—is only below parbe 
cause Soyon-Thirties and Fiye-Twenties aro so abund- 
There was a timo whon tho first series of tho

new gorerneient, Inytog ita foundation ou stich prinoiples, and 
organiaing {ts powars.{n such form, na to thom shall vem moat 
likely to effuct thelr safety oud baypluces.”” 


—Now that doctrine may bo answered) as Hobbes, 
and Dr. Sam, Johnson, and othor grea} mon, bave 
held and taught; and, if wo should ovorbo convinced 
that they are right, wo shall publicly ognfess and re- 
cant our orror. As yot, however, we hold with Joffer- 
son and tho Continental Congroas; and, if thoy wero 
right, and thoir fundamental assumption Justified the 
Deolaration of Indopendenco which they based thore- 
on, Wo cannot seo why a largor numbi? of peoplo 
inhabiting tho Southern States (a far largor grea than 
that of the Old Thirteen), have oot the satural, inde- 
feasiblo right to ‘alter or abolish” a form of govorn- 
wont which thoy doom prejudicial to their rights and 
safoty, “and to institute a new goverdmont, laying 
its foundation onsach prinoiples, and orgavizing its 
powers in such form, as to them shall seom most likely 
to effect their safoty and happiness.” 

This faith has boon grossly misroproonted and a 
thousand timos coarsely assailed; butabuso is not 
refutation. Who has ever shown it to bo unsound or 
sophistical ? 

Thoro may bo those who, in resisting the Slaychold- 
ers’ Rebollion, intended to overbear tho grand, fanda- 
montal principlo of free goyernmont set forth by Juf- 
ferson a3 above: for those, if such there bo, we cannot 
apeak, If Tho Worldia of them, lot it set forth their 
views as forcibly a3 it can.

THRE MEMPHIS RIOT. 

When the Jamaicadisturbances occurred, the firat a0- 
counts charged the negroes with conspiracy and wholo- 
salo massacres. Ithassince appeared that thoro was no 
conspiracy, and that it was tho whites who wore 
guilty of massaoroing tho nogrocs. In the Memphis 
riots Inst week, the first telegrams, a3 in the Jamaica 
ease, laid all the blame on the nogroes—who, it may 
bo remembered, do not control the telegraph wires. 
Whother subsequont and accurate narratives will 
acquit the negroes and inculpate tho whites, we do 
not know, but it is cortain that tho telegrams wero 
based on very imperfect information, The Memphis 
papers of the morning after the riot are at hand, and 
their stories about tho origin and progress of the affray 
‘are not morely inconsistent, but no tio of them agree 
in any cinglo particular, except that in one way or 
anothor they make tho negro the occasion of tho diffi. 
oulty. 

The Avalanche says tho riot originated from a difl- 
oulty between @ white boy and nogro boy, whom 
two officera tricd to separate, whon crowd 
of fifteen or twonty grown negroes, armed 
with pistols, eurrounded the polico and immo- 
diately commenced an unprovoked assault upon 
them. The Argus says {t began by two 
policemen going to arrest aman who sold liquor in 
South Momphia, whereupon. nogro soldiers drinking 
In the grog shop charged on tho police, and wore,in 
turn attacked by a reénforcement of constables. The 
Bulletin, remarking that there oro half e dozon 
rumors ,about the matter, is positive that 
the trouble really began with a nogro driving 
& wogon which came Into collision with 
anothor wagon drivon by @ whito man, Tho two 


first concorned. Pistols 

wore drawn on bot 9 Hight becamo general, 
and then spread indofinitely. The Post—tho only 
paper in Mcmphis that is not Rebel tothe cofé—pon- 
fesses it could not ascertain tho causo of the difficult?, 
but gives one version, which Is that sundry drunken 
coldred soldiers foll on o policeman and killed him 
(which cannot bo trae, because no policeman was 
Killed), and that the potloo and citizens then made an 
Se attack on tho negrogs in that noighbor- 

ood. 

Tho datails givon in theso four papers of the progress 
of tho fight do not agree any better than tho stories 
It is useless to try to sift 

thom. They all, however, admit that tho mgroes 
suffered out of all proportion to the whites—a remark- 
ablo result truly, considering that tho negroes aro 


charged with being tho aggressors, and are pictured 
as drawn up in great numbers in lino of battle, and 
firing heavy volleys into solid columns of charging po- 
licemen. ‘Tho one white man killod was hit bya stray 
ball. Wherever in'the city a negro showed himself he 
was hunted and fred on. Twonty, says The Aralanche, 
wero killed and wounded, aud the samo paper 
states that ‘many nogroes who had nothing to 
do with tho outrage in South Memphis wero roughly 
treated in tho intense and general excitement of tho 
hour.” A detachment of Regulara sent at a late hour 
to quell tho riot took sides with the whites, ax might 
bo supposed, and “used no light persuasion in the 
matter, as tho battered-up condition of many of tho 
negroes afterward cont lo thostation-houso exhibited.” 
In front‘of tho Gayoso Houso,about dark, a nogro was 
shot in the face. ‘The mob,” says The Argus, ‘was 
‘at no time in that locality.” From tho narrative of 
The Bulletin, which comes nearer to being coherent 
than any other, it appears that tho Rogulars did 
not reach tho ground till after tho riot 
had been supprossed, and whatever violenca thoy 
committed was therefore wholly vindictive. Tho 
same papor mentions fonr negroes who wero shot after 
tho riot was at an ond, and The Poststates that 
of tho arrested fvere, after being takon in custody, 
beaten nearly toa jelly. Wo saw one with his head 
coyered with gashes, braises, and blood, discharged 
from tho statiou-house, there being no ground of com- 
ploint against“bim. 

Diffioult as it is to get at the fucts, there is no difi- 
culty in understanding the spirit with which tho 
Whites of Memphis disonss this event, The papers 
make hasto to proclaim it a ‘war of races,” and The 
Aralanche Vogins its leading article in this style: 


“The bloody appetite of fue Rudioals, in and out of Con: 
gresa, haa began in enrnesCite terrible satiation. ‘Cho reports 
from all parts of tho country have Indioated, for sotag tracy that 
Radienl Bendisbness was’ nduleine a portlol satlefno- 
tion; bnt oot until yeatarday aftarnoon did tho people 
of Memphis beoome fully afvare of ho terrible, sonse- 
qacnees which the Tudicala bavo entailed upon the 
country, or of tho fearfal volcano upon whioh they bavo been 
£0 long sleeping. The iden inouloated into tho slugelah in- 
telloot of tho negro, that bis now condition acoords im su. 
porlority over the rhito sian, fo ail tho pursuita of olvil and 
Politioul fe, bos at last culminated ia tho uctive bollef that 
tho civil lais of tae loud aro to bo. overridden with lfgh- 
handod outrage, in virtue, forsooth, of lis dusky, swartby 
color.

And by way of keeping the peace for tho future, the 
somo paper, with tho snino affectation that marked tho 
Rebel papers in New-York during tho July riots of 
1363, thus encourages tho murderous spirit of its 
friends: 

“Tho presont state of tho pnblio mind, oxolted as {t is by the 
fact that the whito ofllcers of the law bavo beea fired upon by 
ogress, who but to.doy have explred, their sorvico as Federal 
soldiers, ond doffed thir authurlty to Legin an anliconsod (uray 
upon law and ordor, bids us, in tho loterost of tho pubilio 
Peuoo, to postpone, to a moro calm ocession, any further 
dberrrations. whloh the outrage naturally sizKests. 

“We wonld ar thia tlmo noon bohalf of tne uofortunate alaas, 
who by tho machinations and tenching of designing  whito 
then have beon brought to this condition of turbalent, violont, 
bay blvody, apposiitou to tho elvil lave, ask one fellow oitizoue to 
refraln from aay oxetolse of JUSTIFTAGLE VIOLESOE upon thew.” 


‘This invitation to bloodshed was Lut sparingly ac- 
cepted; tho troops, wo suppose, being uumerous 
enough to koop order on the following daya. 


TM GERMANS IN ANERIOA, 

Tho stirring events in Germany find, of course, an 
echo among ‘he German population of this country, 
which is supposed to number moro than firo million 
souls. The points on which the immenso majority of 
tho German people have come to an understandiug— 


opposition toa civil war, tho right“of the people of 
Schlosyig-Holstein to choose, by universal suffrage, 
their own Government, and the convocation of a 
National Gorman Parliament, to bo clected by uni- 
vorsal suffrago—uiest, so far as wo can learn from 
tho German'papors of the United States, with an almost 
unanimous approval. It 4s felt, however, that tho 
realizntion of these popular wishes can hardly bo ox- 
peeted witbout a severe contest, and that oven their 
realization would only be- the prolnde to a final and 
Accisive conflict between tho national will which claims 
to establish its sovereignty, and the combined power 
of tho princes, who try to savo from the impending 
collapse of the old confederacy what is possible. 

Tho Gormans of the United States, conscious of 
thoir numerical strongth, feel a natural dosiro to give 
expression to tholr sympathy with the prosont popular 
movomont in Germany, and to aid, to the best of their 
ability, In bringing about tho only solution which 
they'would regard as eatisfactory and fival—tho os- 
tablistment of 1 Gorman Republic. It Is thought 
that whatever difforenco of opinion may provail at 
rogards American politics, the majority of the Amer- 
ican Germans will fecl on interest and take an active 
part in all efforts tending to establish tha unity of 
Gormany and tho principlo of popular sovereignty. 

‘A preliminary meeting, to which prominont mon of 
all political parties bad been invited, took place in this 
city onthe 3d. Tho attondance at tho mecting was 
large, and a deep interest was shown on the partof all 
present in tho objects of tho meoting. It is expected 
that this meeting will goon be followed by others in 
all the States of tho Union, and it will result in the 
establishment of a permauont organization, embracing 
all the Gormans who desire tho establishment of a 
unitod and Republican Germany. 


ENGLISH RESOURCES—AMERICAN SUP- 
PLIES. 

“Boor is not o staff of life," says The London News, 
“though it may occasionally serve, for want of somo 
more generous opiate, to make a fatnished rustic, fed 
on fresh air, forget the sordid anguish of bis bome.” 
Butto mako an Englisbman’s beer cheapor, or in 
other words to remove the tax on malt, is, wo sup- 
poso, always a favorito measure with the country 
Tories when thoy find themselves opposed to making 
an English workivgman’s life dearer by granting him 
tho franchise; just as our own Tories, who-aim to 
keop down millions of laboring people, aro of all 
others most anxious that whisky should at tho same 
time be chesp. Mr. Mill, in the House of Commons, 
has met this stato of mind with a conolasive pooket- 
argument of facts and figures, surmounted by o high- 
ly eloquent appeal ‘‘in the amo of a dutiful concern 


for posterity,” to which Tory gentlomen aro so gener- 
ally obtuse, It interests ua especially to know how 
tho malt tax is mixed up, not with the payment of tho 
English dobt alone, but with tho duration of one of 
the most important of English resources. 

Tro years of Crimean war added to tho great debt 
of England a3 much as had been economized from it in 
50 yoara; and on this The Times romarks thot, in tho 
course of things, another great war, at least as ex- 
pensive, will ocoar within the century. Between tho 
past and tho fatnre, how, thon, stands England? Mr. 
‘Mill quotes two facts of signal advico and warning to 
English statesmon. Science pointa out, on the ono 
hand, that the English nation “greatly exceeds tho 
number of population that can be supported from its 
own coil;" and, on the other, ‘that the oxhanstion of 
coal snpplies is no longer a question of centuries but 
of generations.” Mr. Stanley Jevons bas written a 
work oa ‘The Coal Question,” which demonstrates 
unansworably to Mr, Mill that, ot tho present rate of 
coal consumption, three gencrations at most will leayo 
no workable coal nearer than 4,000 feat depth, and 
“that tho exponee of raising it from that depth will 
entirely put it ont of the powor of tho coun- 
try to compete in manufactures with the 
richer coal-fields of other countries.” A few 
figarés Darrow and define tho dilemma. Sixty or 
sovonty yoara back, the whole United Kingdom con. 
sanied only about 6,000,000 tuna annually; in 1864 
the amount reached 93,000,000, and, including waste of 
elack at the pit’s mouth, it could not have been lessthan 
120,000,000. The drain bas been go great that one- 
half tho store is already gote, and not much skill of 
arithmetio seems required to compute that in 100 
years at most the English mines will be past working. 
Tho most hopeful imagine that, in view of certain 
precedents of supply, some new source of warmth, 
light and heat will be invented; but this no economist 
will consider himself wise to reckon. 


solves? If English revonue is to becomo oxtinot in 
one of the moat important resources, surely it would 
Vo unwiso to abolish aulother revenue whoso loss would 
make something liko a revolution in finance, and more 
than anything else imprudent for England to beqneath 
to posterity an undiminished National dobt withont 
certain assots of resources? It interests ua expecially 
to infor that whilo conl grows dearer in England as its 
supplies reach toward exhaustion, tho oyer-crowd of 
English labor must tond where fuel is plenty. As 
manufacttires ecok the coal mines, co whatever los 
in this tespeot England sustains, ought to be a gain to 
tho minos and forges of America, We aro in want of 
neither coal nor iron, but of that whereof England has 
already too much—Labor. 


KENTUCKY DEMOCRACY. 

We do not deom it wholly a misfortuno that the 
Rebel Deooracy of Kontuoky have reorganized, and 
will probably tako possession of tho State, Tho day 
that secs their return to power will bo ladon with ca- 
Jamity to the Unionists, white and black; but it may 
save the country from seeing eleven other States 
handed over to a ilnr despotism, A Georgia 
Unionist sugges! lately, thot the Govornment 
should withdraw all troops from tho South, and leayo 
the Rebels to take charge of the States. Ho was con- 
fidont that in less than thirty days not only the Union- 
Dut the Robels tbemeelyes, wowd pray for the 
oration of military power and of order. Porhaps 
bo was over eanguino, but. we do not donbt that the 
example of one State in the outire control of the 
Rebels would sorve as s warning for all tho rost. 
Hence we hope for a good result, ultimately, from tho 
prospectiva triumph of the Keutucky Democracy 

Its convention ‘in Lo leon Moy 1 manifestly 
expects sucb a trimmph. Lf its managers had been ein 
doubt, they would havo put tho Union foot foremost 
—as they tried todo during the war, when a great 
proportion of their rank and file wero in tho Confed- 
erate armics, The conflict being now transferred to 
tho ballot-bex and tho Rebels allat home again, their 
party leaders wisely refuge to run any risk of alienat- 
ing their followers by allowing control or prominoncé 
to the mon who kept up even agham Unionist dur- 
ing tho war. ‘The only namo of any note not openly 
connected with secession is that of old Goy. Wickliflo, 
who was a member of tho last Congress, and nsed to 
mako everybody wonder how he contriyod to take the 
oath. As for the rest of tho Convention, wo will tako 
tho testimony of The Louisville Journal:

Ho is not only the 
nominee of a convention of seccasionists, bat, whilo 
the nation wasin tho lato struggle for existence, his 
entire influence was devoted to the success of its ene- 
mics." Undoubtedly, he is a fit man to be the obam- 
pion of the Kontucky Democracy. 

We bare alroady given an abstract of the resola- 
tions adopted. They aro silent on questions of Stato 
administration, but loud-voiced on matters of national 
policy, and on what Kentucky will do or rafuse to do 
if ber will is unheeded at Washington, They proposo 
to support the Government so long as its views and 
acts square with their notions of Constitutional law; 
whon they differ, Kentucky reserves tho right to 
switch off the track, and porbaps try once moro to go 
with the ‘sister States.” Keeping out the Rebel 
States is a “palpablo and flagrant violation of tho 
Federal compact,” and— 


“Acalnst oll such otion wo enter our solemn protest, and 
denounce the Radical mejerity In Congress aa falso and ro- 
cresut to the Coustitutign, ea mon who havo resolved elther to 
huroiliate aud degrade Lie people of ono section of che caan- 
try. and make yassuls of Its oltizena, oF to destroy tho Union of 
te States.” 


Intermeddling by Congress with suffrago js another 
Mogrant outrage, and a usurpation of power,” and 5 
“howiliating ond degrading condition" to which no 
State ought to assent, and if Congress attempts it in 
Kentucky, it will be deemed “not only an infraction 
of the Constitution, but a gross and palpable inva- 
sion of the reserved rights of the States"—which is 
tbe procise case when tho contingent loyalty of Kon- 
tucky expeots to merge into opon hostility. Yot we 
don't beliovo thoy will be mad enough to try it again, 
It is necessary to pretend the purpose in ordor to 
conciliate the ultra-Rebol vote, and it will not in the 
least wenken tho closenoss and tendernoss of their 
alliance with tho Northern Copperheads. Perhaps it 
is needless to add tbat the Convention indorses Pro- 
asident Johnson without reserve, and pledges him its 
most enthusiastic support,

‘Tho attitude and composition of partica in Congress 
accurately reflects and represents tho division and all 
sions of the People. 

Now, then, tho great mass of tho Fedoral office- 
holders aro notoriously in eympathy with tho party te 
which tho Prosidont, Congreas, and thomselvos are 
alike indebted for thoir places; and for thla thoy are 
threatened with proscription and removal, ‘Tho Pras- 
idential rod is shaken ovor thoir heads, and thoy are 
told that, if they fail to “support tho Prosidont,” they 
shall no longer ‘ont Ais Urond"—that they shall pe 
pitchod ont, neck and heols, to make roe for snot! 
will respond to tho declaration that tho great majority 
of Congress are disunioniats, and as much traltora as 
ovor Jeff. Davis and Boauregard woro! 

Ought Ure Senate to submit to such a use of the offices 
which the Constitution says are to be filled with its advics 
and consent? Wosay it should not. And wo say 
further; that appointments by tho Prosidont, in the 
recess of the Senata, which ho knows the Scnato, if 
in session, Would not ‘consont” to, would bo im 
clear, palpable violation at loast of tho spirit of the 
Constitution, 

Tn saying this, wo do not assume that tho President 
will do what is openly threatened by thoso who 
noisily commend his policy and assumo to speak in bis 
interost if not in his behalf, Wo forvontly trust that 
the President? will do nothing calonlated to widon ths 
breach betwoon him and Congress. We aim only ts 
show that tho Sonate has rights in tho premisos, and

important artioles, aud somo reveuuo will bo dorivod 
from tho Sonthorn States. Mr. Clarke thorofere 
estimates that next year's royenuo will not fall bolow 
this year's, and that, deducting oxpondituros as now 
ostimated, thero will bo a balanoo to the credit of the 
Goyornmont of $249,000,000 on tho 30th of Juno,

Mr. Jobn Ross docs not scem to bayo equaled Mr, 
E, B, Ketchum in tho amount of bis operations; bub 
in all othor respects wo aro compollod to admit‘his 
superior genius. Ketchum had all tho advantages 
which a partuership in. an omingnt bapking boysocould 
give. Ross was a atrangor in Wall-at., had beon'in 
business only six months, ond yot in that poriod 
gained credit and position that ovabled hj te 
outwit somo of the ebrowdest men in tho trash 
and by means of forged checks and bonds realize about 
$400,000. Tho mothod of his swindling was equally 
adroit and bold, while tho confiding simplivity of his 
victims might, in ono case, at least, have rewardoll @ 
much less astute and onterprising rascality, In the 
Kotchum and Jenkins times we heard 6 good doal about 
reform in tho mothod of doing busiuess in tho atroot 
and in tho banks. Wo eupposo Mr. Ross's iininter- 
rupted snoooss may be regarded na a tost of tho sin- 
cerity and intolligenao of those offorte, 


The failure of tho Morobants's National Bank of 
Washington appears to bo tho result not so much of 
imbecile as of criminal management. If tho state 
ments in our dispatch aro corrcot, a8 we suppoao thay 
aro, the managers of tho bank- havo deliberately 


awlndled thole daposttore wat af a wacy Ince av 
of monoy. It isimpossiblo to suppose that tho loan 
of $800,000 to a Baltimoro atook gamblor, without ea 
curity, was honestly or innooontly wade. Equally 
impossiblo is it to supposo that Major Paulding cold 
havo innocently withdrawn Governmont funds from 
other banks to the amount of $700,000 in ordor to dev 
posit thom ‘in this orumbliog institution, in violation 
of the explicit order of tho Paymastor-Genoral.

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REMOVALS AND APPOINTMENTS— 
PRESIDENT AND SENATE, 

The World aud The Times simultaneously assail tho 
positions taken in one article on tho Right and 
Wrong of the isso which looms on tho horizon of tho 
futuro betweon tho President and the Senato of tho 
Unitod States—or rather, they assnil cortain positions 
whioh they have choson to stbstitute for ours. Let 
us try still further to olucidate the matter. Hore aro 
tho material facts: = 

I. Tho Federal officas aro’ now filled mainly by 
mombers of the party to whom both President and 
Sonate owe thoir rospeotive positions. 

IT. Botween the Prosidont and the Senate thoro is 
fa very decided divergence of views touching what is 
called Reconstruction; and this divergence may 
rosult in positiyo antagonism. % 

UI.’In viow of that divergence, a large part of the 
Federal officers (no mattor for our purpose how largo) 
decidedly aympathizo with the Senate—as, we are con 
fident, do a still larger portion of the party to which 
Proaident, Sonate and Federal officers alike owo their 
powor. 

IV. Theso officors are frequently told that they owo 
their offices to tho Prosidont—that they aro “eating 
his broad "—that, if they choose to oppose his \ poli- 
thoy must expect to surrender their offices to those 
who will heartily sustain that polioy. 

V. The Fedoral Constitution, in tho only olauso 
bearing upon tho subject, says of tho Prosiden' 


“To sball nomiaate, and, by and with the adviceand content of 
te Senaie, appoint, all’ offlcors of tho United States whoso ap: 
pointments aro not othorwiso provided for." 


—Now, thon, wo maintain, upon full viow of this 
stato of the fncts and of the lav, that the President has 
no right to removo from office these funotionaries be- 
cause they hold with tho Senate, with Congress, and 
with the great mass of the party which elected both 
President and Congress—that to do this in the recess 
of the Senato would be to violate the above Constitu- 
tional provision, at last in its essence, its spirit, its 
plain intont and purpose—and that the Senate have 
fights in the premises which such a prosoription would 
disregard and defy. 

—Novw lot us hear The World on this mattor:

Itis, accordingly, 
evident that the only way the Senate con constitutionally hnvo 
@ yoics in avery appointment made during the wholo twelve 
montha, is to remain in porpetual session." * 

—So far as wo are able to understand The World, it 
hore catches at the word “advice” in the Constitu- 
tion as if it stood alono, or as if “consent” wero a 
moro itoration of it. But such is not the fact, Tho 
Senate must both ‘‘ adyise” and ‘‘ consent ” toa nom- 
ination to give it validity. Simply to askits “‘advico,” 
with. predotermination to disregard it if not agreo- 
ablo, doos by no moans exhaust the President's duty 
in the premises. Ho is to make appointments subjeot 
to tho Senate's “advice” and with its free ‘ oon- 
gont."” 

But \' when vacancios occur," says The World, they 
may bo temporarily filled without tho Sonate’s  con- 
sont.” We presnmo that to be so, from the necessity 
of the case, provided you do not strain the word ‘' oc- 
our," Is The MWorld awaro that it has been sottled (in 
tho case of appointments of U. S. Senators) that a va- 
ancy may ezist in a recess which nevertheloss cannot 
be filled because it did not really occur in that ro- 
cess? Ifan office falls vacant in the recess of the 
Bonato by tho resignation, or death, or proved inca- 
pacity or infidelity, of the incumbent, we do not con- 
tost the President's right temporarily to fill it, What 
wo maintain is that for the President to remove in the 
recess of the Senato officers to whose appointment the 
Senate has consented, in order to fill their places 
with othora to whose appointment ho is well swaro 
that the Senate would not consont, is o flagrant abuso 
of power, and a plain dofiance of the spirit and intont 
of tho Constitution. ‘That was our original position; 
and wo cannot see that The World has even looked it 
fairly in tho faco. : 

The N. ¥. Times thus charactoristically meots our 
position:

REFORM IN ENGLAND. 

* Tho yoto on tho Franohiso bill in the English 
Houso of Commons is not ns gratifying os we could 
bayo hoped, Ina Houso of 631 members, unusually 
fall, and showing but 27 absontoos, the Govornment 
received 318 votes, 313 voting against it, "Tis not 
80 deop as a wall, nor ao wide as a churoh door; but 
‘tis onough, ‘twill geryo.” We are afraid wo can got 
no botter consolation out of it than this. ‘Tho closing 
days of tho debato oxhibited many sigos of disintegra- 
tion and domoralisation in the Liberal party. This 
was inovitablo when we look at the eloments com- 
posing that party. ‘Tho presont mombors wore eleoted 
under the leadorship of Lord Palmorston, That loader, 
by roason of long years of servioo, his onroor going 
back to the timo of tho younger Pitt, and tho con- 
timuod sncoass that had attended a polioy which, with 
all its faults, was true to the English sentiment, 
—awhat porhaps wo might call tho rowdy Eng’:2h son- 
timont of brag and bluster—had gainod a comman'aag 
influonce in England. Although his policy was a 
protest against Reform, ho was accepted by tho Libor- 
als n3 a providential dispensation, bettor than Toryism 
porbaps—a loador, under protest, and well to follow 
until the time when his namo would not bo the sym- 
bol of tho party of vigor abroad and of apathy at 
home. Thoso who followed Palmerston’a fortunes 
and who woro tho instruments of his polioy—liko 
Lowe for instanoo—disappointed Liborals like Hors- 
man, who vainly yoarnod for Cabinet portfolios— 
aristooratio Liberals like tho Earl of Grosyonor, who 
belonged to old Whig Honsoa,and merely wished a 
Roform that would weakon the Tories, aud help thom- 
selyos—all slonghed off, and found pretoxts for doser- 
tion as soon as an honest and manly Franchise systom 
ywas proposed. 

‘Tho Govornmont may ataggor now from tho dofec- 
tion of those classes, but, in the nature of things, it 
yas to bo expoctod. Tho party which is led by tho 
conscientious Gladstone and the intrepid Bright—who 
boldly declaro that thoy consider Reform measures 
but temporary oxpedionts—slices of a loaf that must 
be theirs in time—steps toward tho. realization of tho 
sontiment that English manhood eball roprosont En- 
glish suffrage—cannot oxpéct to have the. sympathy 
of ponsioncra upon tho old Whig Houses, like Mr. 
Lowe, or tho hoirs of those Houses, liko 
Grosvenor. Priyilego is weak—prone to do the wrong 
thing at tho right timo. Never was this moro 
fully shown thannow. As Mr. Gladstono oloquontly 
advised the aristooratio leaders, their duty was to bo 
wisoin time. As Mr, Bright daring this vory debate, 
in a spirit of honost pride which cannot be considered 
cgotiam, nobly said, “tho policy which I bayo urged 
upon tho House and upon the country, as far as it has 
boon accepted by Parliament, is a policy conservative 
of tho publio welfare, strongthoning tho just authority 
of Parliament, and adding from day to day frech luster 
and dignity to thocrown." Aristooracy can only bo 
strong with the love, tho confidence, the strongh of a 
people. Tho fear that the possession ofibulrage by 
tho people would array them against the nobles shows 
a want of common sense, which would bo surprising 
wore it not charactoristic. If wo look to Amorica 
wo find the humblest olasses, the mon who labor and 
who hayo no possiblo sympathy with wealth and 
powor, voting for the mon who best reprosont tho 
aristocratio of England. Tho lordly planter who 
callod his roll“of a thonsand slayes, and was groat 
through tho degradation of labor, had no moro 
obodient slayo than tho poor Irishman who 
spent his days--breaking - stone, or 
building turopikos, It would be so in England if the 
aristocracy wore to bo wiso in timo; for it is in poor 
human nature to love ribbons and coronets, to adoro 
the divinity which is said to surround majesty. Tho 
aristocratio classes, however, instead of moving and 
in timo winning theso lasses and ‘adding from day 
to day frosh luster and dignity to the crown,” make o 
class-issuo with tho working poople, an issue which 
bronds them as Englishmen unfit to be concerned in 
tho honor of the crown, They may fight for it, pay 
taxes for its support, obey it as dutiful subjects, but 
they cannot enter into its councils nor sit in its Par- 
liamont, nor ever possess representation thoro. 

Thoroforo, wo say, better that tho Governmont of 
Lord Russell should bo weak in tho bands of its 
friends than strong with tho strongth of its enemies 
—a strongth which would certainly dissolyo in the 
hour ofits trial. Bettor 318 members who aro willing 
to stand by truth, than 370 who follow the Govorn- 
mont to servo their turn upon it—to hold office and 
wield powor—and prevent its advanco in tho 
path of progress, If the small majority on 
tho Franobiso bill should be followed by a dofent on 
tho bill for tho distribution of seats when it roachos 
committeo—wo trust the Government will appeal to 
tho pooplo. England focls strongly on this question, 
end tho friends of liberty everywhere send words of 
comfort and encouragement, A defeat means further. 
purification. The party of progress, lod by Gladatono 
ond Bright, and Mill and Gibson, mon who come from 
tho people and represent genius and cnorgy, and not 
tho faded virtues of forgotten fathers, must triumph in 
tho end. Wo could haye hoped to haye secon 
a satisfactory triumph in this Parliament—but 
porhaps it is for the best. If the aristoo- 
racy will not accept a £7 franchiso now, they may 
bo compelled, after an appeal to the people ina now 
House of Commons, to accept unlimited franchise— 
manhood suffrage—the ballot. Men who aro not wiso 
in time, oven when thcir own solfish interests are con- 
cerned, genorally learn wisdom from the chastening 
oxporionce of the future. 


The House of Roprosentatives yesterday com- 
moncod discussing, torgely and in perfeotly good tem- 
per, tho roport of tho Joint Committes on Recon- 
struction, Wo trust every one will be allowod o fair 
hearing, that evory proposition of amendment may be 
considered and those which are just and practioal 
adopted, and that tho report, as it shall thus be per 
footed, may receive tho vote of every Union mombor 
of cither Honse, Tho project as it stands is notori- 
ously not all we could wish it; if in Congress, wo 
should endeavor to improve it; but, when wo bad 
dono our bost in this respect, wo should yoto for tho 
moasuro os it shall ultimately bo shaped by tho 
majority, Tho simpler its conditions, and the noaror 


thoso appronch to Universal Amnesty with Impartial 
Suffrage, tho boftor shall wa bo suited.

A correspondent, who demurs to our view of the 
matter, thus gots forth bis own idoas of tho abstract 
right of secession: 

"No one doubts tho right of the people peaoaably and by 
proper constitutional methods to ‘aller or abolish’ their 
form of government as voll as laws. Provision is made for 
this porpose to tho fallost extont) bat can a resort to foroe bo 
Justified, under any clroumstanoes whatever, andor our form 
of goyornment? If go, clvil Uborty itself has no security 
Whatover {n constitutional forms and limitations. Without 
furthor argament, which 1s surely nuacoessary, the following 
propositions, it seema to me, cover tho whole ground, to wit: 

"Tho right of revolution by force ia.a relative and not en ab- 
solute right, and oan only ba rightfally resorted to when thoro 
in no peacoable redross for grioyancea. 

“Phe Government of tho United States 1s « Gorornment 
‘of tho people themaclyes; and, having provided for the 
redrvss of all grioyancos by means of ordinary legislation, and 
by providing for tho amondment of tho Constitution, the right 
of royolution by forca doos not and cannot exist andor it* 

‘What mean the Constitutlon, Congross aud tho Sapromo 
Court of tho United Statos, {fnot fo afford tho moana of rome- 
ying political or other grisyano ont a resort to forcot 
Are not theso our ‘balance of power! instoad of standing 
armies? Woro thoy not so intended? Is thore safoty in any 
other view ft” 

—So far our correspondent. Now lot him bear us a 
moment: 

I. Our correspondent omits to stato whether be 
does or doas not acoept the dootrine of Jofforson, 
adopted by the Continental Congross, and mado the 
basis of our political system, Ie do, If ho doos, 
Wo will thank him to show wherein wo haye misap- 
plied it; if he doos not, bo will oblige us by showing 
whorein it is erroncons. 

I. Ho bogs tho question in talking of ‘revolution 
by force," ‘a resort to force," &o. If ono party has 
aright to do a thing, and another intorposos a yoto, 
it ia tho lattor who invokes foroo, not the former. 
Seoossionista will say they novor wished to uso 
foroo, and would haye used nono, if nono had been 
used against thom. 

IIL ‘Tho right of revolution by force" doos not, 
of course, exist under ours nor anyothor form of gov- 
crnmout. It is a right above and before oxisting forms 
of government, so far as it is right at all. 

IY. Onr corrospondent's presumptious and remedies 
} fail to rosoh tho exigonoy, Supposo Austria and 
Italy united under ono Goyornmont—no matter of 
what form—and Austria, with Forty Millions of Peo- 
plo, rules Italy, with Twenty Millions, contrary 
to hor interests. and wishes. Supposo their 
government o puro, simple domocrnoy. Now Italy 
chooses to govern herself—to bo an independent, self- 
subsisting nation: How do your Constitution, Su- 
premo Court, Universal Suffrago,Purity of Blections, 
and whatoyor olso you please, help the mattor? Has 
Italy a right to be govorned as she thinks best? or is 
sho to bo governed as it is most agreeable to tho ma- 
jority—that is, to Austria? And if sho has a right to 
govern horsolf, how is she to achiove the onjoymont. 
of it? 

Mr. Corrospondent! tho problein is not so oaay of 
solution as you havo supposod it. It is complicated, 
dificult, and wo may have decided it wrongly, but 
your logio does not seom to prove it. [ed 


THE IRISH MOVEMENT, ~— 

So profound and practical a philosophor as John 
Stuart Mill declared, whilo rebuking the costly aclf- 
worship which bas deprived Iroland far more than En- 
gland of its share of well-being and self-governmont, 
that the English and Irish wero ‘‘the most fitted by 
naturo of any two races in the world to bo tho com- 
ploting counterpart of each othor.” A glanoo at tho 
rolations which haye existed for centuries of liter- 
aturo, philosophy and art among socicties of clover 
Irishmon and Englishmon would oxplain this easily. 


Down from the time when Goldamith and Burke sat 
down to chops and ale with Dr. Sam Jol:ason and Sir 


Joshua; whon Swift mado wit with Bolingbroke; 
whon English thinkers admired tho good ad great 
Bishop Berkeley's spochlations; whon, mord ‘out of 
tho way, tho Irish dramatists Sothern, Congrove, and 
Farquhar beoame so English that thoir countrymen 
hardly know thom, thero bas beon no great confusion 
among English and Irish wits, no separation of raco, 
but rather a blonding of lines, by which literature has 
boon tho gainer: Moore was achum of Byron when 
Shoriden rivaled Pitt and Fox, and O'Neill was queen 
of the English stage. English painters considered 
thomsolyes woll off whon thoy hobnobbed with tho 
yorsatilo and ccoontrio artists of tho sister islo. 
Oddly enongh, Castleroagh oppressed his country- 
mon little worso than any Englishman, and that 
stornost of promicra, Wellington, was as patent aborn 
Irishman os many Fenians. About our own time, the 
rank of eminent Lrishmen ia distinctively smaller; but 
tho Irish soiontists, of whom Dr. MeCosh and tho late 
Sir William Rowan Hamilton aro notablo oxamples, 
correspond with their English brothren; Irish painters 
and sculptors must, perforco, tako placos in tho En- 
glish Academy, of which Barry was an ornament, 
aud Sir Archer Sheo president; the bost of Irish noyel- 
ists receives a brotherly dedication from Thackeray; 
Sheridan Knowlos doos not cease to be tho greatest 
stago-master among the modern English dramatists; 
Wallace, Balfe, Maofarren, Sullivan, if we except 
Storndale Bonnett, make tho best English music; and 
we suppose Lord Dnfforin and tho young O'Donohuo 
find plonty of liboral Englishmen to agreo with them 
that the Irish have been badly treated, ond that En- 
gland should reform. Thore is little Irish literature 
which is not English. So, it would seem, tho Iriah 
and English can never bo absolutely divorced. Po- 
litical outrago has done mach to impair reciprocity of 
culture and genius, and to define a hatred of raco. 
But race-feuds consume genius, and do not help tho 
arts qnd literature, whoso mission is to reconoile and 
educate; therefore, itis not to be wondored at, that so 
many of the cloyerest Irishmen have beon other than 
tho heartiest haters of Englishmen. For that matter, 
personal hate is seldom of any good to politics, whore, 
if often liablo to defeat, it roturns to still furthor 
plague the oppressed, and it is not worth tho exerciso 
whore justice is to bo wrought into oxpediency by 
tho special plea of cool thonght and porsistent 


reason. Byon in royolutions, those of ont- 
right hatred seldom attain a good object. 
Tho most successful modem wars wero 


tho war of Indopendence, in which tho Amorican colo- 
nies rebolled not from hatred of Englishmen, but from 
intelligence of prinoiple—and the war against Slavery, 
in which a small amount of merely personal hatred on 
one side was obscured by @ spirit of humanity and 
charity. Those who have shown most hate have poi- 
soned themsclyes with their own bitterness, and some 
of thom may yet dic by biting their tongues, 

We are far from saying that Irishmon baye been 
withont cause quadrupled for anger. Few races have 
had such justifiable gall to mnko their oppression 
bitter. But the failure of the most promising of Iris 
revolutions, and the ablest of Irish revolutionists, 
shows that tho day of use for a spirit so intenso has 
expired by limitation. The justico of tho cause of rey- 
olution narrows down to a question of success, and of 
sucoesa there is no reasonablo hope. It is opposed ky 
tho prodileotions of a large nnmber of Irishmen, and 
by the very spirit of reconciliation which the interin 
of attempted revolutions has allowed to grow betweer 
Irishmen and Englishmen. Mr. Stephens's two or 
three hundred thousand conspirators, “aided by jail 
doliyerors, may bo a formidable Organization in 


ono way or another, but is powerless for a roy-| 
olution, which would reqniro an armament equal 


to that with which tho South began its terrible fail- 
uro, British minions may deserve contempt, but 
tho armed iron-olad British majority is worthy of 
a certain respect not ill-comporting with the wisest 
and, indeed, tho noblost and least selfish Hibernian 
patriotism, But if tho causo of revolution is hopeless, 
that of roform is hopeful. Iroland has no causo but 


’ 


what its carnest English frionds aro making their own; 
and Wo aro cortain that far moro will bo done for both 
countries as tho industrious. masses aro franchised. 
Mr. John Stuart Mill has mado a better argument for 
Ireland than Mr. James Stephons, Assuredly, John 
Bright is n worthicr leader of intelligent Irishmon 
than Stephons, O'Mahony, or Mitohol. Tho associa- 
tion of the last named among Irish leadors only serves 
to point out a yank of Irishmen, who, howover fond 
of their country and themselves, have small intelli- 
gence of principles, and caro littlo for any raco other 
thon thelr own. Assuredly, a man who deliberately 
fights for Slavery cannot strivo for true liborty, and 
dovs not seck it., The man who, on this side of 
tho water, denios impartial suffrage, docs not compre- 
hend tho the purpose or value of extending it to his 
conntrymen on tho other. That Irishman who will 
holp Ireland most, will bo as-willing to help English- 
mon and colored Americans a3 well. 

The Irish ioyoment ought to moan reform, and 
not royolation, Conscious of the strength of some 
national spirit, it can well afford to rofrain from tho 
tragedy of an ovort act, waiting and watching tho 
progroas of the reform question and abolition of tho 
Church endowmonts—content, in sbort, to be more 
peacefully what tho armod English fondalists wero 
onoo upon a time—'Guod lookers on in Ireland,” 
If tho Church and Suffrago questions aro likely to bo 
sncoossful, it is qnito os likely that Mr. Luby and his 


will yot learn that in such a orisis aa thoy aro callod 
upon to aot in, the only safa polioy is courage. Of 
tho constitutionslity and propriety of Mr. Trumbull’s 
amendment we have already exprossed our opinion.

Tho prospective Cotton product of tha United 
States in 1866 is a subject of National eolicitudo and 
gonoral disoussion, Very wide difforoncos of osti- 
mate ara onrrent—from 1,000,000 bales up to and oven 
above 3,000,000. “Georgia,” in The Savannah Repub- 
lican, hearing that tho Hon, A. H. Stephons had esti- 
mated tho Cotton crop of 1366 at three midlion balos, 
states that a sogacious friond has made bota that 
tho orop will not exceed 1,500,000 bales. Ho says 
of Stophens's alleged ostinato that it 


“+g ono million of bales {n excess of any other I havo acon, and 
two-thirds of on average orop beforo the wor, when ‘trom 
North Carollon to tho Rio Grando tho labor of tho country 
wos onder, porfoct organleatiog and oovtrel—ovary LOKTD 
tripped and oquippod to go for bls Iife—vwith trained and ox. 
porloneod oyerscora—uniimited mulo power—largo supplies of 
Kusano and other fortilizcre—and, abovo all. o paddle con- 
Stautly bofore Samho's eyes, which caused him to face the san 
and graas of Juno and July.” 


—This writor has evidently great faith in ‘a pad- 
dle constantly before Sambo's oyes;” whilo wa be- 
lieye Cash is a moro potent indnoemont to labor than 
Lash. And wo look to the Cotton crop of 1866 to 
prove it 

Wo boliove the crop of 1866 will oxoaed 2,000,000 
alos, and that, at an averago of 25 conta por pound 
in gold, it.will bring moro monoy than any former 
crop, with two or thres exceptions, evor did. Woe 
base our ostimato on various advices and considera- 
tions, inoluding a deoidod inoroaso of energy and pto- 
duotivo industry among the Poor Whites of tlio upland 
rogions of Alnvama and other States. Wo ato quito 
awaro that this population has sufferod torribly by the 
War—that it bos not only been slain in battle 
and porished in bivonao, march and hospital, but has 
lost its animole, fences, &o., 60 that it has far loss 
capacity to produce than it had ton yoars ago, But 
tho South is doyoted to Cotton asit nover was be- 
foro—it has a good many Blacks and somo Whites 
hard at work in the cotton-field—avd wo hopo for a 
crop of 2,500,000 bales, and shall be disappointed if it 
falls below 2,000,000. Such a crop, once marketed, 
neither Whites and Blacks will want help from abroad 
until their region shall again be devastated by war. 


GERMANY. 

The China, which arrived at Halifax on the 7th, 
brings us fullor details of tho new complication 
which has.orison between Austria. and Proosia, immo- 
dia{oly aftor an agreement providing for mutual dis- 
armament had boon arrived at. Whilo Austria pro- 
posed to Prussia o mutual. disarmament, and tho lut- 
tor Powor declared its consent to tho proposal, news 
reached Vienna which was looked upon as boing of 
tho most menacing character. Troops, it was re- 
ported, wero being concentrated in largo numbers at 
Bologna; Garibaldi had left Caprera in ordor to take 
part ina campaign against Austria; and there were 
eyon rumors that. bands of volunteers had already in- 
vaded Vonetia. Undor these ciroumstances the Aus- 
trian Government deemod it indispensable, while dis- 
arming in all other portions of tho Empiro, fo keep its 
army on tho Italian frontior upon the war footing. 
‘This decision, aud the roason for it, wore at once com- 
municated to Prussia and tho othor Great Powers of 
Europe. 

Tho Prussian Government showed itself highly dis- 
pleased with this intorprotation put upon the argn- 
mont. As faras wocan learn from tho telographio 
dispatches, it insisted that Austria should reduoo its 
entire army toa peace footing, no matter whetber 
Italy was arming or not. With this demand Austria 
doomed it impossible to comply, but sho offered to 
comiplete hor, disarmament if France and England 
would guarantee the noutrality of Italy. A semi- 
official papor of Berlin intimated that should Austria 
attack Italy, Prussia could not consont to soo the 
Italian army disabled. All this does certainly not 
point to a vory pacific disposition of Prussia, 


rn TENNESSEE. 

Tho Suffcage bill, lately lost in the Sonate of ‘Bon- 
nesses, proposed to enfranchiso Blacks and Rebels 
alike (noither class being now allowed to rote). Of 
course, it provoked opposition from opposite sides, 
whoreby it was dofeated—I6 to 6. That dofoat, how- 
ever, is not final. In supporting tio bill, Mr. Trimble 
of Davidson said: 


“Now, as to tho negro. Justloa, reason, common senso, and 
Nature herself, all unite {a the demand that all homan beings 
Who have a shnro in our soolety, obey the laws, doport thom 
folros honorably and honesty, dnd bear the burdens of Rovera~ 
ment, aball bo nllowed to participate in suyiog who shall con- 
trolthe Goyoroment. I am fora truo democraoy—not that 
modern democracy which ‘wears the livory of heaven to serve 
tho dovil in," but tho voice of tho pooplo oxpressed through tho 
ballot box. Tbeliove in it, and novept It as the last, best, high 
st development of polltionl philosopby. ‘Thoro is an don with 
tome that only the intelligent class ought to vote. Intelli- 
gonce dwolls with the moss of soolety. Ido not base suffrage 
on Intolicetoal knowledge, but on the knowledgo of moral da- 
lca, for the heart thinks moro wisoly than tho head, and tho 
eholared{belnek moral light dwells iu Rerpt. T kuip my oye 
fixed on tho polloy of the nation, on the brigut, constellation of 
tho Thirty-Six.”" é 


—Such sentiments can bo yoted down; but- they 
will not stay down, ‘Their triumph is but a quostion 
of time. 


Tho Houso on the 7th adopted a resolution, offered 
by Mr. Julian of Indiana, instracting tho Judiciary 
Committee to inquire into the propriety of reporting 
a bill to prohibit tho denial or abridgement of tho 
eleotive franchiso in any of tho Territories on acconnt 
of race or color, A motion to lay this on the table 
was yotod down by 29 to 76. If such a bill should 
be reported and becomo a Jaw—and there is no reason 


why it should not—tho question of suffrago in the 
future, and with referenco to tho admission of new 
States, would be considerably simplified. 


Tho Attornoy-Genoral has decided, and notified tho 
officers of soveral of tho railroads to that effect, that 
tho law prohibiting tho issuing of free passes, passed 
by the last Legislature, annuls all those now in ex- 
istenco. Tho only exceptions made in tho bill aro 
persons injured on the road, sick and disabled soldiers, 
and officers and employées of the companics. It is 
atimely and wholesomp abatement of a great abuse, 
and, we trust, will be rigidly enforced.

Net loss, $547,000, It does 
not svem likely that tho loss will bo much reduced, 
tho assets of tho bank being nominal, and tho stock- 
holdora, who aro liable to the amount of thoir stock, 
boing mostly porsons of no means. 


Tho anti-negro riots in Momphis have resulted in 
the dostruction of all tho charches wherein Blacka tried 
to worship God, and all tho school-houses wheroin 
they wore trying to edacato their obildren. It isn't 
protondod that anybody tried or wished to destroy 
White mon's churches or their children’s school- 
houses, 


Tho Honso on tho 4th passed tho bill to revive tho 
grade of Goneral in fie army, after an explanation 
that it would inorease Gen. Grant's pay not more than 
$1,000 o year. An amondmontto keep tho lioutonant- 
gonoralship unfilled was rejected, 50 to 78, and tho 
bill passed—116 t4 11, , 


The roport of Gen. Spraguo, Chief of the Froedmon's 
Baroeau for the Stato of Arkansas, shows that during 
the month of March noarly 5,000 of tho whito inbabi- 
tants of that State, and about 600 freadmon, were fed 
by tho Government. 


CONGRESS. 


Seats, May 2.—Mr, Sherman (Ohio) introduced the 
following:

Btates a reduotion of oue-sixth of the’ presont iuterest fond, 
with but the trifling loza of tho income. Tho saving thus 
made, with afurtner sum, equal to 30 milla on tho dollar, it 
{a proposed to apply.to the payment of tho principal of tho 
debt. If uninterrupted this will bo accomplishod in 35 
years. Tbe effect is (o pay tho national debt by tho 
saving of intoreat. Tho accond proposition likely to oxolto op: 
position is that which gives option to tho holdera of 7.39 notes 
to demand paymout in monoy at thoir matority. This option 
will compol tho Seoretary to acoumulato vast sums for a con. 
tiogenoy that may not bappon, and place him at the moroy of 
sudden combinations whenover the notes mature, ay they do 
in large suma at speciflod times. To avoid this, tho bill ra 
gorves the common oustom nnd law of giving a reasonable no- 
tivo by tho holders of tho option. Tho samo privoip!o was ap.

‘Tho now Internal Revenue bill was taken upin the 
Ffouse in Committee of the Whole on the 7th inst. Mr. 
Wforrill took the floor, and entered into a full explanation 
of.tho bi; as follows: 


Ho ssid in revising our Internal Reyenuo laws, the ques- 
ton that meets us at th threshold is how much rovenue 
Bayo we to show, ond how much will our necessities ro- 
quire foranother year! ‘The last question bas boon spo- 
cially answered by the Secrotary of the Treasury, who fas 
fixed upon $350,000,000, provided the appropriations of 
Congress do not exceed the fi 


a timotes, na the sum it would 
ho sate to Foly upon, inclnding the revenue from tho tariff 
64 woll ag intornal taxes, In mokingan estimate of the 
Probable receipts fom the Litter, wo have, as a. basis, ono 
ull yoar and three-fourths of the present yoar,of expe- 
Tioncs, ond the dota is sufficiently complete to bo 
of value. Our receipts for 1861-65 were in 
round numbers $210,000,000, and the returns thus far of 
1855-8) show that we may expect for the year an increase

Tho crop may £0 far,exeved the number of bales 
fentioued as to cover all tho cotton which will escape 
Zaxation or which will be used on plantations, and all that 
ill bo exported in the shope of manufactures ond upon 
qwhich a drawback will be allowed; but it will be safer 
to cstimate the probable receipts on a lower 
Basis. All human calculations aro subject to contingencies, 
‘and financial caleniations aro, perhaps, more exposed to be 
phipwrecked of all, Dut if’ we retain the tax on cotton, 
Bs proposed, we can safely relense, in my. opinion, other 
{axes tothe extent contemplated by tho bill. Othersise 
Xvo must reinstate something already stricken out of the 
roll of taxation by the bill, or find some new source of rov- 
enue which will produce an equal amount ; and I say this 
‘without feeling Very confident, that tho rates for the in- 
ooine tax will bo allowed to be changed mach from the 
oxiating law.

Tho largest oxport trado wo havo ever known of the 
manufactures of cotton yas in 1853, whon it was. a trille 
vor $8,000,000, but in Consequence of the low priced Su- 
rat cotton, and’ tho lower priced Inbor of Europe, it bas 
steadily declined sinco that timo, and during’ tho lato 
War nearly. ceased, not reaching $1,000,009 in 1865, 
Pass tho present’ law, however, and wo abq'l 
spoodily “hevo restored ‘to Aimerican inereuants thw 
| Gait atsount of the fwreiga trade Wo ever —vajoyed,— 
and in duo time our country will assumo that suprmucy 
in the cotton trado of tho world to which it is co legiti- 
mately ontitled. ‘The aystom of levying a tax upon homo. 
manufactures would nover have boon dreamed of but for 
tho graye necessities of the hour. Our troasury wus ex- 
hausteg, our people wera unused to paying taxes, a largo 
party among our people wero not in harmony with tho 
doa of amathtaining the Union ‘at all buzards und ut any 
cost, loans could only bo obtained al first in driblets, and 
among foreign nations with aristocracics everywhere dom- 
inant, it was an inexprossiblo joy for the organs of public 
opinion to speak of our country as the late United States. 
Among them ull thoro was no’ Louis XVI. to sond us a 
man orlond.us a dollar, or oven to bid us God speed in the 
task of putting down arobellion the most wicked in tho 
annals of mankind; and a war, not a little war, sch as our 
country must and will always wage if it wugzes any, of 
illimitablo proportions, bud wiready begun, Undor these 
circumstances wo girdéd up our loins and bocamie reliant, 
alone, but independent, and built up the eredit of tho 
great American Ropublie in the hearts of our own.people ; 
inado them aco and feel that it would bo safe to trustit, by 
socking objects of taxation ‘which would yield. promptly 
nnd abundantly, ‘The oxporimont proved a sucess, Dur- 
ing tho wholo term of war it was borno by our manufaet- 
urora,and by our wholo poople, not. only without com- 
pluint, but absolutely without injury, for it is even doubt- 
ful whether they o¥or- enjoyed 4 season of greater pros- 
perity, The Jaw was new, und therefore not polished 
aud ‘perfected by oxporichco or rovision; bit first 
mt into oporation by tho distinguished gentleman 
‘om Massachusetts (Ar. Boutwell), it ut once vindicated 
the propriety of ita principles and policy. Often amended 
subsequently, in consoqueuce of, the inercasing wants of 
the ceesay in bearing the misfortuno of frequent 
changes in its chiof administrative olticers, 1t soon brought 
forth most bountiful supplies and disclosed a resourco of 
unequaled magnitude, that can be used in any salliciently 
urgent crisis, and which is an amplo requital rondered at 
tho hour of our greatest need, for all the protection, direot 
or indirect, over bestowed upon the products of domestic 
industry. ‘Without theso products’ of n fro people, wo 
should havo beon as weak as our foes, aud if uot van- 
quished, we should havo rotired aftera singly indotonninato 
campaign. To illustrate the wonderful fecundity of a tax on 
nianufactures, tako Duta single instaneo, the little tax of 
one cont upon oach box of matches produced lust yeur 
about $1,500,000, or enough to arm, transport and keop in

A special tax takes 
ita place, und will, itis supposed, do equal servieo without 
being lisble to the objections made in some quar- 
tors that it isan attempt to rogulnte the intoryal com- 
merce of the States, Members of tho House are aware 
that a caso is still ponding in the Supromo Court of tho 
United States involving tho constitutionality of tho 
license nw; and that this caso, after having boen tried, 
was considered of so much importance as to be postponed 
until tho next term, when tho decision, whatever 
it may bo, will bo announced. Ido not supposo thut tho 
Court will bo very eager to ovorturn tho legality of laws 
which find procedents in our statules at large almost 
from tho foundation of tho Governmont, but other goutle- 
men ioy think diferontly, and from’ abundant reasqa. 
‘As Wo ato revising tho Internal Royonue luws, and as the 
technical objections, if thero bo ono, cau bo easily removed,

It is to be noted, however, that much was distilled in 
1864 in expectation of an increase or tho tax, and this ac- 
counts fora diminished business in 1865, but does not 

ove @ diminished consumption. Notwithstanding the 
Benvy, increase of duties upon foreign liquors, tho total 
importations havo not been materially curtailed. Our ox- 
perionce js likely to corrcapond with that. of tho world, 
whioh is, that the appetites of mon for spirituous liquors 
are held in check very little by high cost, unloss that cost 
is vory oxhorbitant; and only those in tho most indigent 
circumstances check tho regularity of their indulgonco or 
surrender any portion of their accustomed allowance. It 
js curious to note that iron manufacturers, in making uj 
tho coloulation of the incroasod cost of a fun of iron, pul 
in $2 50.a8 tho inorcased cost of whisky; and the om- 
plorer is compelled, no doubt, to inereaso. th amount of 

is monthly pay-roll to cover this now itom in tho cost of 
living. It~moy bo inforred that tho consumption of 
liquora in tho length and breadth of the land is os largo n3 
ever, but-that tho tax bas not been, possibly cannot bo, 
collected. ‘The groat temptation to illicit distillation 
and to smuggling, which arisca in cages of tho imposition 
of high duties on liquors calls for tho onactment of 
stringent, almost despotic lays, not meroly for the punish- 
mont of fraudulent practices but for the protection of tho 
honest importer and distillor. Tho carrying of wool out of 
tho kingdom was formerly punished in England by tho 
imposition of | Hoary: penalties, and wo have found that the 
introduction from Canada of tin bol filled with whisky 
by their reckless parents, can only be suppressed by heavy.

pauched. Tho Committeo of Ways ond Mcans 
recommend, with somo modifications, o large part 
of tho changes in tho law 8 to spirits ‘proposed by tho 
Royonnie Commissioner, in order to increase his efiiciency. 
It is belioved that the country, os well as Congress, are in 
favor of obtaining the maximum amount of revenue from 
spirits, aud that Wo aro not 80 eager to reduco the cost of 
intoxicating liquors as to bo unwilling to wait until experi- 
enco has fully tested tho policy or impolicy of the 
highest rato of taxation, as now fixed by low. It is undor- 
stood that tho method of mixing wood soid with alcohol, 
13 practiced in England, 0 that alcohol might bo used in 
the arts and manufactures, without poyute any tax, has 
proved o failuro, it haying been found that such methylated 
spirit can be rectified and mado into pure spirit again with- 
out any offensive smell.

On the lawn, was 
en old man raking the grass and sweeping the walks, 
He proved to be the personal servant of Wordsworth 
Sor twonty-five years and was-retained by the presont 
Proprietor for tho bonefit of Visitors. ‘The servant 
maid, ‘Muster used to pace up and down these walks, 
talking to himsolf and rubbing “his hand upon his 
breast inside of his shirt,’ and directly over his heart. 
That was his habit when composing. So vielent and 
so constant was this exercise that his buttons were 
sobbed off almost daily, and when on his travels, the 
servant bad to layin sn extra stock to replace the 
Poetic waste.”

Rived with his sister Veforo he was marned, and hero 
Bo bronght his 
"Perfect woman, nobly planned,

zpos, and from its topmost point an outlook to tho 
gzand scenory that surrounded it.

‘The intorest of the yolume greatly diminishes after 
the author left England apd begins to travel on the 
Continent, His want of fimiliarity with the spoken 
Jangango is a sonreo of perpetual embarrassment, 
though ho often amuses himsolf at the expense of the 
native provunciation. He cannot recover from the 
surprico that ‘even tho little children in Paris talk 
Fronch"—a remark mado by Dr, Johnson which the 
author refers to Hood. In describing his visit to the 
eburch of Ste. Denis, he tells his readers'that if ‘* you 
desira to bo really Parisian, yon must say, Seaingg 
Dence with much moro of a uasal twang than your 
American breeding requires for its own uso"—a piece 
of information which would cause a Parisian to open 
his eyes and shut bis cars. He is greatly irritated, 
too, at finding in the Ste, Genevieve library no account 
of tho life of tho Saaingg, o diffoulty which, one 
yrould sappose, conld casily be removed by consulting 
one of tho biographical dictionaries which abound in 
oyery library, Another little incident, on his visit to 
tho Louvre, is gravely recorded, showing that tho 
traveler bad nat yet got all the “bay out of his hair,” 
“first came on Monday. 'Fermée," said the guard. 
I thonght ic was the passport ho wished. So 1 drew 
it forth, ‘Fermés, Monsieur, C'est fermée, aujourd’- 
hui.’ I supposed then he wished for a epecial permit, 
and told him Thad noae. ‘ Ferméo,’ was his sole re- 
ply.

we do not understand, and in the rites of afaith which 
we do not hold; but it demands no exooss of modesty 
to treat thom jyith respect, as thoy are full of meoning 
to others, if not ourselyes. We nocd net cross the 
ocean, and travel a thonsand miles to leorn that the 
standards of truth and beauty are~not limited by our 
personal experience, Mr, Haven, a9 wo bave inti- 
mated, is apt to seck some stilted form of expression 
(as for instance, whon he wishes to say that one half 
of his book bas not before been printed, he romarks, 
that “it has nover at this writing scen tho light 
of typographic day”); but ho bravely dofies 
tho rules of English grammar, as well as the common 
law of the language.

THE CULTURE OF THE GRAPE. By W. C.{Staoxa, 12mo,, pp. 
JM. “Botton: J.B. Tilten & Co. 


This book, in oll that relates to its mechanical exeen- 
tion, is simply elegant, and of the matter ond manner of 
the nuthor tre can also epoak in very high torms, He is 
evidently 0 prsctical eigneron, and for the guidance of tho 
inexperienced has aimed to giyo plain,’ simple, concise 
rules, not novel, but practical and approved. His opening 
chopter is historical. The second treats of the vine in 6 
botanical polat of view. The third and fourth contain all 
thet one necd know to onablo him to increase his stock of 
vines, either by cuttings fn tho open alr or in hot-beds, or 
by layering ond grafting. Tho next four chopters are upon 
soil, situation, planting and training. Thore is a new modo 
of training, mentioned as in-course of exporiment, and 
therefore not given as o decided sucess, to which we call 
particular attention. 

Posts threo feat high are sot 12 feot apart, with a T head 
one foot long aoroas the rows. A wir is drawn between 
tho posta, two Inches below the top, and wires trom ouch 
end of the T head; the outside wires being thohighestand 
six inches from the contor wire; to which a canois trained, 
which sends out side shoots and forins bunchos, resting up- 
on the outor wires, to. which, if necessary, thoy may bo 
tied. It is a near approach to the position of a vino in. @ 
troe-top, with tho advantage of Lnving the fruit noor tho 
ground, its ripening being°much hastened by such  posi- 
tion. -Grapes are successfully grown in California without 
stukes or trellis, where rain does not interfero; and thoy 
haye ripened in Maine by running the yinoa upon rocks 
and stones whery uo other mode would answer. . ‘This 
new plan of Mfr, Strong’s is, therefore, worthy of attention. 

Inthe chapter upon munures, which gives a long cata~ 
logue of such as are suitablo, the reader will find one fet, 
of greater Importance (han any other, about fertilization, 
stated in theso words: ‘I'he mechanical condition of the 
soil is qnito as ‘Important a considuration ns its fertility,!” 
Potash (in. wood ashes), lime and’ Dono dust, tako the leud 
of all fortilizers, in tho opinion of Mr. Strong. * Coal ashes 
aro also recommended for tho sulphate of limo thoy con- 
tain, and also for their mechanical effects upon a soil 
somewhat stiff. Ashes, lime, bone, he preferaicomposted 
with peat, or similar earth, and if stable manure is applied, 
tot at be put on‘in Antumn, 

‘Tho closing chapter is one of the most valuable, if not 
altogether the most go, in the book, and it is all the moro 
yaluable because it coutains matter which will offend a 
good many readers, who find their pot varicties in the re- 
Jectod list, or sce it boldly and suthoritstively stated that 
ono sort is ouly como other well known sort figuring undor 
a new mune.

Openod at last, ‘Thoy note ond ting the mannfecturers love:

‘Tho loss it is spread after mow= 
ing tho hettor. -If tho weathor is favorablo, it may lie in 
the awath ono night, or bo put up im einall ‘cocks and re- 
niain longer before it ia carted. It should never bo cut 
whou tho’ dew ison; and, in my optnion, tho tighter tho 
barn the better.

Wile, writing from Wellsville, Pa., says: “Tread with 
pleastiro and {nterost tho discussions of the Club, and avail 
myself of the opportunity of inqniring if butter’ tubs and 
firkins can bo used moro than ono sencou for packing 
buttor in thom; and tho best mothod of packing butter 
ro it will keep through tho Summer to sell in tho Poll; 
also, which fa best at the top of the firkin, dry salt or 
bring? Whatever of farming I know, I om indebted to 
‘Tae Tanvxe."” 
‘Tho roply is, that butter tubs may be used ogain and 
again, Just ax woll as pork barrels, provided the butter 
thoy contained has kept svveot, and tho tub not, saturated 
with ite rancidity, Even in thut cuso, it may bo cleaned 
by washing it with moderately strong, bot lye, and aftor- 
Ward soaking thoroughly with cleaa’ cold water, ‘hia 
cleansing should bo done immediately after the tub is 
ompticd, oa indeed it should in tho cose of pork-barrels, 
cidor-barrels and all other vessels in domestic use. 

It is unimportant 'whether dry sult or brino is used to 
covor the top of the buttor, ‘Tho object is to preserva it 
frou tho action of tho nir. ‘Tho bring, porhaps, doos that 
tho most perfectly; the salt may be used the wost cone 
Feulontly., Itis eustomory with thoso rho sll thoir tubs 
but slowly, to cover each Inyor with a linen cloth, which 
is covered with about half an inch of fine salt.” Whon 
anothor dyer {s to bo put in, this eloth is lifted, and aftor- 
ward replaced, smoothing and packing the salt closoly 
sround tho edgos, When the tub $s full; the cloth 1s kept. 
in placo until rendy to heed op ond sond to market. If the 
battor has been woll made, it will keep well.

Its moat valuable action is upon 
old hidv-bound meadows or worn out pastures, It is ulso 
valuablo upon whoat crops, It is believed that in somo 
caaos it has added one-fourth to tho yiold of potatoca, In 
moderato quautitios it ts not unsuited. to any crop, Kt 
may be applied, from throo to twonty bushels por acre.

Information for Emigrants.—Jases Warrremore, 
Waiukau, Winnebago Co., Wisconsin.— Having just re- 
turned from a trip throngh’tho South-Westorn partot Mia 
souri, I wish to toll yone readora something of the natural 
advantages of that section. It ia moat high rolling pral- 
nie, With timber along water courses. Climato wild; 
plowing in February; Spring vrain sowed in Mareh; soil, 
Srich, brown, vegetable mold; subsoil, rod clay, lime 
stone, marl and gravel. Crops—Wheat, oats, ryo, barloy, 
cotton, tobacco, bomp, sorgo, Irish aud awect potatocs 
Fruit, both wild and cultivated, ubundant, Grazing ex- 
cellent. Land woll suited to Kentucky blue grass, which 
fa eoen around all improvemouts and along tho bizhway. 
Tenn toll Northorn farmers who wish to moyo to that 
country, that with little good managemont thoy 
need dot use tho pitchfork at all to bring thoir stook 
through the Wintorin good condition. A Mir. Rankin of 
Jasper Co., on o farm of 1,200 acres, has fra. 300 to 400 
fhores woll Seeded to bluo grass. Ho wintered all bis cattlo, 
horses, mnules and sboep, without ther bay ot grain, and

Most 
of the country is heavily timbered with cottonwood, elm, 
hockborry, catalpa, honey and black looust, black walnut, 
all tho yarletics of oak, sugar-treo, maple, hickory, limo, 
or bass\rood, mulborry, sweet and black gum, box, older, 
dogmood, pave par, rodbud, &e. In the low grounds aro 
immenso'' brakes’ or groves of oypress, a timber equal to 
pino for building purposes, and superior to it for outdoor 
work, suoh as weathor boariiug, shingles oud fencing. 
‘Tho staplo orop of th country is cora—yielding froin 40 
(o 100 bushels per acro; wheat does well’ on tho prairies 
and on the olor cultivated lauds; oats do well, aud tho 
coarsor grasses, auch os timothy, growa very lingo, yiclde 
ing (om two to four tuns to thie nore, ALillet and Mungae 
rian grass oro very prodnctiye. Garden yogota- 
Dies attain a sizo that would bo doomed fubulous in 
tho hills or under a more Northern climate. Apple: 
peaches, and th small fraits do woll, #0 do potatoes, tur- 
nips, onions, melons, and tho loguminous vegetables, 
Cotton grows fively; probably there was more money 
brought into tho cowntry lust year (1865) from tho cotton 
than from tho corn crop, A-railrond (tho Cairo and Ful- 
fon) runs from Bird’s Point, opposite Cniro, through tho 
‘county, and a now company will soon be at work upon 6 
road ftom St. Louis via tho Iron Mountain and St Bran- 
cols Valley, to Belmont, opposite Columbus, Ky., tho 
Northorn terminus of tho great chain of Southern rail- 
roads. As you have boon through this country, you can 
speak of its richness and fertility, although but Uitle of it 
was in cultivation at that timo, You wero not unknown 
to fame then, boing the man who advocated tho growing 
of peach trocd in tho great prairies of the Woat for firo- 
wood. Prior to the war nenrly one-fourth of tho popula-

dollars, Improved lands sell according to tho valuo 
of tho improvements; ten to twonty dollara will buy good 
firms; aad porsons wishing rich, productive lands, within 
thé boundarios of civilization, will do well to look at our 
country before making their ecloction. Much inquiry ia 
tado about the best locality for grapes. Our opinion, 
backed by the State goolozist, Professor Swallow, aud eove- 
ral experienced grape miscra, is, thut the country south of 
tho Iron Mountain to the Aurkiusas lino, and west to tho 
Ozark Ridge—perhaps further—is the best grapo country 
inthe United Statos; and nssoon ns tho railroad is Ot- 
ished from St. Louis to Belmont, will be of easy access, 
Those rho intond going into the grapo culture should 
look at that country.

Wo havo alroady printed much about eranborry oaltnro. 
‘Thore is still a demand for moro, Wo <ardadisposed to 
gratify it with  fow oxtracts from a letter written by A. 
P, STANTON, Tom's Rivor, Ocean County, N. J., about 
Lis own oxperionco in oranberry oultnre, Ho enyat 


“Thayo not succcedod, to any oxtent, in making the 
cranberry grow upon upland or dry goll. ‘I hayo mada tho 
experiment and deom it failure. 

“<T find they do grow well upon pore muck, or thor- 
oughly decayed vogetuble mottor, if thero is living water 
at the root, 

‘They will also grow in moist sand, but not 69 vigor 
ously. “ 
__“T profer a mixture of muck andsand. In all enges liy- 
ing woter is indispousablo, 

“Z want no clayynor loum, nor other arift; only puro 
muck, puro sand and puro wator." 

“<Tplow tund that bus eix to eight inchos vogetablo goll- 
underlaid with cand, so a4 to bring up two or threo Inches 
of sand, ond when it is possible, to plow the soil undor. 
‘Thisaayea tho oxponso of turling, sanding aud romovin, 
tho turf, which aro uo atnull itous, bosido tho turf foun 
under greatly benofits the lond. ['am_ uttorly opposed to 
the pouling process when it can possibly be avoided, as it 
{sattonded with great additioual expouse and only im- 
poverishos the land, - When tho muck is 60 duep that sand 
canuot bo reached with tho plow, I then put on ubout threo 
inches of cloar sand to bardon it’ and prevent heaving (not 
to kill gross aud mako vines grow ns somo alloge). As 
ditches cost moncy and westo land, I want no more than 
ig absolutely neccesary for drainogo and irrization—I want 
thom for both, particularly tho latter purpose, and want 
thom long so a3 to work long lands with borac-power; I 
do uot beliove in pulling weeds and gross by hand from 
cranberry any moro than from corn and potato ticlds. I 
hogan by setting out vinos In drills 16 inchos apart; tind. 
ing that too closo, T plapted them in bills at two fect; 
finding thom still too near for cultiratiou I put them at 
three, ond now I plant at throo and a-half to four fect 
spart, in hills only. If I make any aoe tt will bo still 


to incroaso the distance,” Beside tho injury dono to tho 
vinos by tramping thoi’ whon weeding by hand, I could 
not oop obeacra elcar so easily or so cheaply ts I now 
oan tive, by using Lorse-powor;,and I think I can now 
plait fivo ueres by my present syatem as cusily ag I could 
ng by the old plan.

Canso 1 can prepara thom so much easior and choaper than 
cedar swamps, If those wild now Inuds, which aro boing 
put under oranberry cultury (and thoy are ull of that char- 
uoter), were ouly put under cultivation of somo othor 
crop for a your or tro, bofore planting with cran- 
bertics, Lhave no doubt it would prove greatly edvan- 
tageous ia having the lend thoroughly subducd, and all 
wild oxtrancous growths destroyed, but wo are all in such 
hasto to got a crop wo cannot wait, Plowing I consider o 
desidoratum, ere qua non, Tis chief advautoges are, tho 
Gcatroction of the eges or larva of tho encuiics of tho 
cranberry-grower, pirticulnrly the vino aud. fruit worm 
ita forlilising power aud its preservation of vines un 

‘ounds during tho extrome of Winter woathor. It also 

‘olps to plait a new crop of woods aud grapes by 
tho dopostt of floating seeds; but porhaps this 
would “bo dono to “an equal Vestent by tho 
winds, if tho water was off, Botween flowing 
nnd irrigation, I decm tho lattor the most important, if but 
ono con be had, and the ono most noglacted. I havo sven. 
vines noarly ruined, and crops lost for the want of it, in 
oxtremely hot and dry weathor. Cranberry culture is yot 
In its infonoy, in thi3 eoction nt loast, and mnch romaine 
to be found out by aotual working experimental know- 
Tedgo. ‘The gront dofocts, and tho maln causes of fullure, 
ara, Fo far as I bave obsorred, a want of proper and 
thorough preparation of the land bofre planting, and o 
proper caro and cultivation afterward. Twould uot havo 
Inuoh if avy of tho work dono by contract, as it ia thon 
gonorally poorly dono, I would sooner pay more and have it 
well done.

Garden,’ which you bavo subatl- 
tuted for ‘Cmaborry Hog,’ I think an improvemout, but 
it don't quite mect my views. It sounds too contracted, 
too narrow, Our goneral ideas of o garden sro, that it is 
a ernall pleco of land ighly cultivated, producing frults, 
fowors, vogetables, berbs, &c., and whon wo go to sco a 

food garden we expect toa00 a good varioty, whother it 
fo" frint, Gowers, vogetables, or some other kind, Wo 
often sos com, potatoes, turnips, &c,, growing inn gar- 
dep, but whou we cultivate each separately we don’t call 
thom corn, potato, or turn{p-zardeus, but iields, So with 
fruit trees which we gonerally find growing In gardens to 
some oxtent, when plynted out by themsclyes, wo call or 
Charils, apple, peacts, uid pear orchards, ‘The™grapo vines, 
hon alone, wo call’ vineyardsyand tho small traits, such 
ay strawberrios, blackberries, &c., when cultivated alone, 
we oall patches ‘or ficlds, the latter sounding muob tho 
best, Now as we.are to. have a now namo for ‘bog,’ Tre- 
speotflly etggost whether ‘Cranberry Field’ docs not 
found broader, bottor, wore compreheusive and appropri-

getting them up on’ an enlarged scale of 40, 50, and even
